As in three earlier Silkworm attacks on Kuwaiti territory 
early in September, this missile was most likely fired at near 
its extreme range from a site on the occupied al-Faw 
peninsula. A missile fired September 4 passed over the 
al-Ahmadi anchorage, but on that occasion apparently did not 
acquire a ship on its terminal guidance radar.
